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Petition asks 
prof’s apology

A formal complaint against 
Chemistry professor Gordon Free- 
man has been filed by University of 
Alberta student John Bilyk. 

University president Paul Dav- 
enport, vice-president of Student 
and Academic Services Lois 
Stanford, and The Gateway each 
received a copy of the written com- 
plaint. 

Freeman’s controversial sociol- 
ogy paper entitled “Kinetics of 
nonhomogeneous processes in hu- 
man society: unethical behavior and 
social chaos” was published in the 
Canadian Journal of Physics in 1990. 
The paper which applied chemical 
processes to social settings hasbeen 
retracted by the National Research 
Council. The paper said children of 
working mothers are severely psy- 
chologically damaged. 

John Bilyk, who has never met 


Freeman, said he was appalled that 


the University tolerates Freeman’s 
opinions because they smear the U 
of A’s reputation. 

“We're supporting sexism by not 
doing anything. The worst [the 
administration] has called him is 
eccentric.” 

Bilyk is circulating a petition 
urging President Davenport to 
pressure Freeman to publicly 
apologize for his “nonscientific” 
views or, failing that, toresign. Bilyk 
said Freeman’s anti-feminist stance 
“doesn’t address any of the real 
issues” and condemns equality of 


the sexes. 

Freeman was not aware of Bilyk’s 
complaint. He said he questions 
Bilyk’s motives for the complaint 
and petition. 

“I can’t-react to these juvenile 
responses. [These accusations] have 
nothing to do with the serious 
problems facing society.” 

The Chemistry professor blamed 
Bilyk'sdenouncementonaneastern 
Canadian feminist sociologist and 
a feminist-dominated media. 

Hesaid he supports the stance of 
Ralph Nichols, then-editor of the 
Canadian Journal of Physics who 
maintained that serious research 
cannot be censored. He added that 
Nichols was not fired but resigned 
in March of 1992 as was pre-deter- 
mined by a maximum six year term 
as editor of the scientific journal. 

Freeman said the controversy 
surrounding his work reflects his 
scientific pioneering. 

“Tf you are not doing controver- 
sial work then you're not at the 
front of science.” 

He added that he believes every- 
one has equal ability but it depends 
onhow they apply themselves tobe 
productive. 

Bilyk said he hopes the petition 
gets 1000 signatures to force the 
administration to act. 

“What it really comes down to is 
that Dr. Davenport doesn’t want to 
fire an old friend. He canignore one 
or even ten students but he can’t 
ignore 1000 students.” 


Students remember victims of violence

Students at the University of 
Alberta wore black Wednesday in 
memory and recognition of women 
who have been victims of violent 
crime. 

Campus groups such as U of A 
Pro-choice, the Women’s Law Fo- 
rum, and the Women’s Programme 
and Resource Centre,among others, 
gathered in recognition of the De- 
cember 6 anniversary of the mas- 
sacre of 14 womenat the University 
of Montreal. 

Kristy Harcourt, one of the 
event’s organizers, said the event 
goes much further than remem- 
bering the Montreal massacre. 

“We are asking people to be 
aware ofall types of violence against 
women.... The point is to have an 
awareness raising event in honour 
and recognition of women who 
have been victims of violence.” 

Nicole Davitt of Pro-Choice 
stressed that wearing black was 
recognising all forms of violence 
against women and how often they 
occur. 

“It’s necessary to notice that it’s 


in all areas of life. Home, in the 
streets, and on campus. I don’t 
think any female student has not 
considered her safety on campus.” 

Nicole feels people have become 
desensitized to violence against 
women and often fail to realise that 
there is a human being involved. 

“Everytime a woman is killed or 
shot or hurt it has to be dealt with. 
People don’t realise it happens all 
over again.” 

YokeSum Wong, a firstyear grad 
student in Education Foundations, 
wore black fromhead to toe toshow 
her support. 

“For me it’s mainly a statement 
of recognition of violence against 
women in the global situation; it’s 
something we need to pay atten- 
tion to.” 

White ribbons were also given 
out to males to symbolize peace. 

Second-year Science student Nico 
Spronk says male support of an 
event like this is important. 

“T think that any man that feels 
some sort of empathy for victims of 
abuse and other types of human 
indignities should extend that to 


include women in modernsociety.” 

Statistics from many women’s 
groups show that one in three 
women will be raped during their 
lifetime. One in eight women in 
Edmonton lives in an abusive rela- 
tionship. A women is beaten every 
six minutes in Canada, and ap- 
proximately two women are killed 
every week in Canada by their part- 
ner or ex-partner. 


Wednesday’s events lead up to 
the massacre anniversary and a 
memorial to be held Friday at noon 
inthe Heritage Lounge at Athabasca 
Hallas x 

The campaign included posters 
citing names of victims. The deci- 
sion to approach the campaign this 
way was made to go against the 
norm of publishing crimes. While 
the public is quite aware of Marc 


Lepinenot many peoplecouldname 
one of the 14 victims of the attack. 

“In today’s society we always 
publish the assailant's name and 
forget to recognize the victim’s 
pain,” said Davitt. 

Davitt said it is important to take 
the time to remember and think 
about who these people are and 
why they have suffered.

Flag flies free

Ukrainian students at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta celebrated the 
first anniversary of their 
homeland’s independence by 
raising the blue and yellow flag of 
the free Ukraine in Hub Mall. 

The flag replaced the Soviet flag 
of Ukraine which hung from the 
rafters in Hub. About 60 students 
and staff attending Tuesday's cer- 
emony sang the Ukrainian national 
anthem as the Soviet flag dropped 
to the floor. 

The blue and yellow flag is full 
of significance for Ukrainians, said 
Roman Fedoriw of the Ukrainian 
Students’ Society. 

“It symbolized freedom because 
it was something that was taken 


away from them,” he said. “There 
are things that happened under 
the Soviet flag...that caused a lot of 
sorrow.” 

Fedoriw said the flag and the 
anthem were banned in Ukraine 
for years as the empire spread its 
“no-name culture” inanattemptto 
homogenise the population. People 
were jailed for having the flag. 

The gathering also heard 
speeches from professor Frank 
Sisyn, acting director of the Cana- 
dian Institute of Ukrainian Studies, 
and students from Ukraine. 

December 1 marked the first 
anniversary of the referendum in 
which 90 per cent of Ukrainians 
voted for independence. 


Take the stairs

Vosahlo thinks people will 
probably heed thesigns, especially 
since the other two elevators in 
Tory will be open to all. 

“We thought it would be a rea- 
sonable thing to ask people to use 
the other elevators,” she says. “If 
everyone knows what the problem 
is, surely they'll cooperate.” 

Third-year Science student 
Perlye Wong said restricting use of 
one of the elevators would be an 
inconvenience. 

“It’s so hard to get up to profes- 
sors’ offices,” she said. 

But Joyce Law said it’s an in- 
convenience she’d be willing to put 
up with. 

“Tf other people have to sacrifice 
a little bit, it’s okay. They should 
have to for the disabled people.”

This is especially true of this 
Saturday’s Progressive Conserva- 
tive convention in Edmonton, 
where the results of the second 
ballot for the leadership of the party 
will be tabulated and released. 
When the provincial minister of 
energy, Rick Orman, 
withdrew his name 
from this weekend’s 
ballot and threw his 
support behind Health 
Minister Nancy 
Betkowski, the ques- 
tion wasno longer one 
of who would win the 
race for the premier’s 
chair. It became a two- 
partquestion—by how 
big a margin will 
Betkowski defeat En- 
vironment Minister 
Ralph Klein, the pun- 
dits wonder, and what 
will the future hold for 
the Tories as a result? 

That future will be 
haunted tosomeextent 
by what may well be 
the final blast from the 
past premier of 
Alberta. Don Getty 
gave his stamp of ap- 
provalon Tuesday toa 
proposal by Grande 
Alberta Paper Ltd, a 
consortium fronted by 
Edmonton Eskimo 
alumnus James Hole, to start up a 
$1.6-billion timber harvesting and 
paper milling project in the north- 
west of the province. 

Grande Alberta has yet to re- 
ceive any direct financial support 
from the government for this 
project.

n amazing film, A River Runs 
vag Through It is about the lives of 
two brothers as they grow up 
and bond in the picturesque outdoors of 
Montana.

So since this is 
the season, I recently had the opportunity to 
interview Alison McCreary, one of the danc- 


ers whowill be performing in the Nutcracker 
this year. Enjoy. 


Gateway: Being that this year is the 100 year 
anniversaary of the Nutcracker, is there any- 
thing special planned within the choreography to 

distinguish it from previous productions? 

Alison McCreary: No, the performance 
will be performed as is and in the tradition. 
Nothing has been added nor deleted. 


Ina ballet that is performed annually, how do 
you keep it “fresh” from year to year? 

The fact that the ballet is performed as a 
_ partof the Christmas tradition already makes 
it exciting for the dancers. It gives us some- 
thing to look forward to. In a way, it’s a 
chance to be a part of Christmas. Also, the 
fact that we work with children from local 
(Edmonton and Calgary) ballet schools 
makes it really exciting for us and adds a 
dynamic element ot the performances. 


What role will you be dancing for the perfor- 
mance? 
There are actually four different casts, so 
I'll be dancing in the Sugar Plum Fairy role 
in addition to being involved in the Waltz of 
the Flowers, the Russian dance and the 
~ Chinese dance. That’s one thing I really like 
about doing the Nutcracker, it offers oppor- 
tunities to perform different roles and keeps 
it exciting as a dancer. 


The Nutcracker is a traditional ballet with a

set choreography. Are you able to make the role 
your own? How? 

Yes, everyone interprets things differently 
and we are able to let our personalities show 
through by doing slightly different arms or 
just moving with our own style. Sure, it’s 
restricted to a certain extent because it is a 
classical ballet, but I still feel thatit allows for 
individuality. 


What is foremost in your mind when perform- 
ing? 

Firstly, you need to have a lot of concen- 
tration because when youare onstage itis so 
different that being in the studio. You have 
the audience there, other people on stage 
and props. So you need to stay focussed on 
what you are doing because if you lose it, 
you can run into trouble. I also really work

on the performance aspect and projecting 
out to the audience. 


Do find any difference in the training and 
performance between a classical ballet like the 
Nutcracker and modern ballet? 

Classical ballet is dependent on your 
training and technique from classes whereas 
modern ballet uses different types of move- 
ment and different parts of the body. Classi- 
cal ballet is done on pointe and modern 
ballet usually uses flat shoes and can have 
flexed feet. 


Is the Nutcracker more difficult than other 
tours? 

Yes, for the girls, because in one perfor- 
mance you aren’t just doing one part. You 
might be doing three different parts and you 


are just constantly going throughout the 
show. It’sallon pointeso werun into trouble 
with knotted muscles and irregular days off 
doesn’t give us enough time to relax. 


As a dancer, do you prefer classical ballet to 
more modern forms? 

Personally, I prefer classical because Iam 
really interested in technique and mastering 
technique. That seems to be what I do best. 
Of course, I do enjoy other types of dancing 
as well. 


You've done some work in Europe just re- 
cently. Would you say that the European dance 
experience is better than the North American 
one? 

Iwouldn’tsay it’s better. It’s just different. 
There are more small areas as compared to 
Canada and almost every town and city has 
a company of opera and dance. So there is a 
lot more out there and it’s a lot more varied, 
but Canada definitely has its own way of 
doing things, which is greatly respected. 


Do you feel that your training is complete by 
going to Europe? 

It is definitely beneficial for me because I 
got to see all of the different dancers and all 
of the various companies. Whereasin Canada 
you might be a little bit sheltered because 
you don’t realize how much is out there and 
the European companies havea greatersense 
of history. Companies that have really made 
a mark in the development of ballet. 


Any closing remarks on the Nutcracker? 

Just that I think people should go out and 
see it, both children and adults, because it is 
a part of the Christmas tradition and adds to 
‘the Christmas.

This year, Ennis returned to the

So far her results have been im- 
pressive: Ennis is part of the start- 
ing line-up, sits fourth in CWUAA 
scoring witha 15.0 points-per-game 
average, fourth in conference re- 
bounds with a 7.3 per-game aver- 
age, and isa recent Pandas Athlete of 
the Week .

Swartz: blue-collar runner 


Track star has worked for everything he has

A member of the 
Golden Bears Track and Field team 
who, through long hours of relentless 
self-punishment has challenged the 
limits of endurance and has built a 
capacity for sustained speed that few 
middle-distance runners in Canada can 
match.

He’s quiet, focussed, committed, 
modest. 

Step onto the track with Rob 
Swartz of the Golden Bears Track 
team and you’re guaranteed to be 
left in the dust behind him, some- 
where. 

In 1991-1992 Swartz earned All- 
Canadian honours for finishing first 
and second at the CIAU Champi- 
onships in the 1000m and 1500m. 
Hewondouble gold atthe CWUAA 
Championships in the 1000m and 
1500m. 

“Talmost quita year ago,” Swartz 
says of his thoughts of hanging up 
the shoes for good before last sea- 
son. “I think there has to bea return 
for your efforts, and I didn’t think 
running track was giving me that 
return.” 

After deciding to give it one last 
chance. Swartz went into last sea- 
son with fierce determination anda 
psychological and physical com- 
mitment to succeed. 

“I think my performances were a 
big surprise to a lot of people, 
namely Marek (Glowacki, coach of 
the Track team).” 

As a successful varsity athlete, 
one who charts his own path, Swartz 
has developed a strong set of val- 


ues and beliefs which carry him 
through the pain and fatigue of 
racing. 

“T don’t think I have as much 
talent as some of the other top 
runners,” Swartz says, “but hard 
work and strong commitment have 
helped me reach my goals.”

Swartz did not qualify for the 
1992 Olympic team, but says a spot 
on the 1994 Commonwealth Games 
team is a realistic long-term goal. 

As a third-year Pharmacy stu- 
dent, it is a challenge to balance 
studies with the intense training 
regime expected of elite competi- 
tors. Swartz trains six days per week 
with four of those being double 
work-outs. In order to get maxi- 
mum use of his time he runs to and 
from campus each day, which 
amounts to a hard 50-minute two- 
way trip. 

“It gets two things done at once, 
Isuppose,” the soft-spoken Swartz 
says. “I think those extra runs have 
been an important factor in my suc- 
cess.” 

Personal success aside, Swartz 
says it is the team goals he enjoys 
most. 

“Personal goals are always on 
my mind, butmy performances help 
the team as.a whole do well, and 
that’s what gives the most excite- 
ment.” 


Swartz agrees that the fourth- 
place finish the Bears track team 
achieved last season could turn into 
a CIAU Championship this season 
if the men continue to lookas strong 
as they have so far in the early part 
of the season. 

“We have the talent, it is just a 
matter of everyone staying 
healthy.” 

As the Bears get ready for the 
start of the indoor track season, 
which begins January 22, Swartz 
will once again be a determining 
factor in the Bears quest fora CIAU 
title at the March 9-10 Champion- 
ships.

Toronto punts: 

After 113 years of inter-collegiate competition, the University of 
Toronto has cut its football team because of funding cuts and an 
astronomical bill to repair its home field, Varsity Stadium. 

Ina move similar to the spring 1990 announcement by the Alberta 
Department of Athletics in which it was announced that the Golden 
Bears football program would be dropped from the operating bud- 
get, Toronto may also cut men’s and women’s soccer, gymnastics, 
tennis and curling, rugby and women’s ice hockey in order to save 
money. 

Alberta targeted men’s and women’s volleyball, track and gym- 
nastics, but gymnastics is the only program still not operating at this 
University at the CIAU level. 

In Toronto, the football alumni may help save the program, similar 
to the outcome with the Golden Bears, but the question where would 
the Varsity Blues play if Varsity Stadium is in such disrepair?
